Two measuring cupfuls or one pint | 
of flour, four level teaspoonfuls of| 
good baking powder, one-half tea-| 
spoonful of salt—these are the dry in- 
gredients that should be mixed and, 
sifted two or three times, | 

If you wish to make biscuit, with | 
the tines of a silver fork run in one! 
level tablespoonful of butter or but-| 
ter substitute until the mixture looks 
like meal. Cut in enough sweet milk 
with a knife until the mixture is just 
suff enough to be handled on a flour- 
ed board. Gently pat the mixture 
into a rectangle one-half inch in 
l thickness, Iiour a biscuit cutter each 
l{ime before cutting biscuits on a| 
well-greased baking pan. Brush 
over the top with milk and bake in a 
quick oven twelve to fifteen minutes. 


For emergency biscuit enough milk | 
may be added so that the mixture will | 
just about drop from a spoon, The 
biscuits should be dropped by the 
spoonful upon a greased plate at least 
two inches apart, Depending upon 
the size, these biscuits will bake in as 
short a time as ten minutes. The 
emergency biscuit eliminates the 
trouble of cutting, and thus saves! 
time.

Thorvaldson, of the Department of 
Chemistry, and Professor Williams, of 
the Department of Civil Wngineering 
in the University of Saskatchewan, 
together with a small corps of capable 
investigators are attacking the prob- 


parent that many cement foundations 
‘were disintegrating. At first, when | 
only individual cases were known, it! 
was believed that this condition was | 
due to defective cement or concrete 
and some eontractors accepting the 
conclusion that thelr work must have | 
been faulty, actually replaced  con- 
crete at their own expense.

Four plots were_then selected, one in 
Saskatoon, another elSewhere in Sas- 
katchewan, a third in Alberta, and a 
fourth in Manitoba, and _ concrete 
blocks prepared by the engincering | 
department were embedded in these 
soils. 

The result bas shown beyond doubt, 
that even the best concrete will dis- 
integrate in soil which contains above | 
one-half of one per cent. of certain} 
salts, Poorer concrete will crumble | 
more quickly, but the best which en-

withstand the action of these alkali; 


salts. 

These findings having been accept- 
ed by the engineering profession, it 
now remains to find a remedy, ;Thjs,j 
howey er, is mot feasible; until’ the pré 
cise nature, of the chemical action 
which takes ‘place egu ve deterniined, 
and it is on this task that Professor 
Thorvaldson is now concentrating his! 
efforts and those of his assistants. 

Concrete is, of course, an exceeding: } 
ly complex substance, and this fact 
renders the present work both slow 
and difficult. ..The .method.which is | 
being followed is to study the effect 
of the alkalies on each of the chemi- 
cal compounds contained in concrete. 
The simpler compounds * have’ been 
dealt with first, and with these, as 


was expected, the results have been 
largely negative, merely eliminating 
these substances from consideration. 


The painstaking and difficult nature; 
of the work may be judged from the | 
fact that much of it is done at the 
temperature, to a layman unthinkable, | 
of 3,000 degree Fahrenheit, while} 
many of the results can only be ob-| 
served by the aid of microscopes, 

Great as is the importance of this | 
the interests served by 
the University of Saskatchewan—'!

B. C. Radium 


Radiueh-Bearing: Minerals Found on 
British Columbia Islands 


After nine* years of persistent 
searching in a great many parts of 
the world, from South Africa to 


Alaska, H. EB. Neave, a mining engin- 
eer and prospector, recently discover: 
ed two radium-bearing ore deposits on 
the islands of Valdez and Vancouver, 
off the coast of British Columbia. 

With the need of more of the pre- 
cious metal foremost in his mind, Mr. 
Neave, nine years ago, decided to de- 
vote his time to fleld work. in search 
of radioactive areas, for while there 
were plenty of men experimenting 
medical and scientific possibilities of 
radium, there was no one, as far as 
he could learn, making a systematic 
search for the areas which undoubt- 
edly must exist on the earth's surface 
where this precious substance was 
hidden. 

Moving down the coast he discover- 
ed, in the fall of 1920, after nearly 
nine years of searching, a stretch of 
radioactive rocks on Tahsish Inlet, 
Vancouver Island. These he tested 
in two ways, by using an electroscope, 
and also by taking photos, or radio- 
graphs, two of the principal tests for 
radium-bearing strata. Radiographs 
are taken by utilizing rays given off 
by the rocks to obtain photographs of 
coins, keys, ete., through such apoque 
substances as lightproof paper on a 
sensitized photographic plate. 

Though the discoverer found, radio- 
active rocks covering a considerable 
area, he was still anxious to locate 
another area, and guided by his know- 
ledge of geology at once began ex- 
ploring near-by islands, with the re- 
sult that In August, 1921, he made 
another find on Valdez Island at a 
place called Open Bay, an uninhabit- 
ed stretch of logged-off land, where 
copper mining had formerly been 
carried on. 

Satisfied with the area of these two 
fields, Neave forwarded samples of 
the rock to Sir Ernest Rutherford, 
the famous British radium expert. 
The mere analysis for simple rocks 
costs $250, and ‘for complex ones 
much more. _ Sir Ernest’s reply, fully 
confirmed his own experiments as to 
the highly radioactive nature of the 
minerals found. At this writing, of 
course, no estimate as to the new 
field’s productive possibilities can be 
ventured. Development work alone 
will reveal the amount of radium 
which may be anticipated. But with 
the very few fields as yet in existence 
in the entire world, and the pitiful 
smallness of their output, the finding 
of any radium-bearing region is of 
great importance.—Francis Dickie, in 
the March Popular Mechanics Maga 
zine.
